ABSTRACT OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNGIL OF THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL OF INDIA, ASSEMBLED FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAKING 
LAWS AND REGULATIONS UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE 
ACT OF PARLIAMENT 24 & 25 VIC., CAP. 67. 


The Council met at Government Tlouse, Simla, on Weduesday, the 18th 
July, 1883.

BIKRAMA SINGH’S ESTATES BILL. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Inbert moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to confirm and give effect to an award made by His Excellency 
the Viccroy and Governor General regarding certain matters in dispute be- 
tween Sarddér Bjkréma Singh and the Ksptirthhala State be taken into con- 
sideration.

BURMA LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT BILL. 


The Ifon’ble Mr. InBerv also moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
the law relating to Luca) Self-government in British Burma. He said:— 


“The Government of India has for some time had under consideration the 
question of amending the law vclating to municipalities in British Burma, so 
as to bring it more completely into harmony with those principles of local self- 
government which have been recently laid down by the Government of India, 
and generally adopted in other provinces. The Bill which I am now asking 
for leave to introduce has been prepared for the purpose of making such amend- 
ments in the existing Municipal Act for British Burma (Act VII of 1874) as 
are needed for the purpose of giving effect to this object. We have found it cone 
venient to repeal this Act, and opportunity has been taken to introduce various 
improvements in matters of minor detail, such as arrangement, drafting and so 
forth, which the experience of the last eight or nine years has suggested.

“T do not propose to trouble the Council with any detailed agcount of thé 
Bill, the provisions of which are fully explained in the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons. It will be sufficient to refer very shortly to one or two of the more 
important altcrations which it will make in the law. 
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“In the first place, the Local Government is empowered by fhe Bill to 
in¢lude, within the limits of a municipality, not merely a town, but also any 
tract of country adjoining a town. This provision is not suited to the 
circumstances of the larger seaport towns, but it will enable a small town to 
be made the rucleus’ of some kind of organization for the neighbouring rural 
district. Where the provision is applied, it will be necessary to supplement the 
municipal fund ffom rural sources, and also to give such additional powers to 
the municipal authorities as will be requisite to enable them to deal with rural 

uestions. Provisions having these objects in view have accordingly been intro- 
uced into the Bill. 


“Then, as to the constitution of the municipal authority. Under the 
existing law, the municipal committee may be either elected or appointed. As 
a matter of fact, I believe the members of municipal committees are at: present 
appointed in every place except Rangoon and Maulmain, where the clective 
system has been recently introduced. Under the Bill, at least three-fourths 
of the municipal board, as the authority is to be hereafter called, must be elect- 
ed, except in places where the Chief Commissioner is of opinion that no 
suitable system of election can be devised. The chairman of a municipal board 
will be elected, except in places which the Local Government excludes by 
notification from the operation of this rule. 


“The Bill does not reproduce the provision of the existing Jaw which re- 
quires a municipality to maintain out of its funds an éstablishment of police. 
Police charges will now be borne by the Government, and a considerable amount 
of money will thus be set free for the purposes of gencral improvement. 


‘6 Under the existing Act, the Chief Commissioner has absolute power to 
cancel, suspend or limit any of the acts, proceedings or rules of any munici- 
pal committee. For this power the Bill proposes to substitute a carefully 
modified system of control similar to that established by the Local Self-govern- 
ment Bills recently introduced for other provinces. Again, under the existing 
law, the Chief Commissioner has full discretionary power to determine by rule 
the limits within which the local authorities are to be empowered to execute 
public works. This discretion is limited by the Bill, which provides that the 
four largest municipalities may undertake, of their own authority, works for 
which the estimates do not exceed Rs. 20,000, and that other municipalities 
may in like manner undertake works for which the estimates do not exceed 
Rs. 10,000.” 


The Motion was put and agreed to. 
The IIon’ble Mn. Inberr also introduced the Bill. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Inberr also moved that the Bill and Statement. of 
Objects and Reasons be published in the Gazette of India, and in the Brilish 
Burma Gazette in English and in such other languages as the Local Geyern- 
ment might think fit. 


The Motion was put and agreed to. 


EMIGRATION BILL. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Iunexv also moved that the Ifon’ble Sir S.C. Bayley 
be added to the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the law relating to the 
Emigration of Natives of India.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPEQTS OF THE CROPS FOR 
THE WEEK ENDING THE 17th JULY 1883.

Gungrat Remarks.—Tleavy rain fell during the past week along the Western Ghats from Tra- 
vaneore as far north as Baroda and Surat. At Baroda the river overflowed its b&uks stopping com- 
munication and damaging property. A break is much wanted in’ Surat and neighbourhood. In Sind 
prospects are improving with the rise of the river. Seasonable weather prevails over the Qarnatic, but 
in parts of Mysore and of the Southern) Mahratta Country more rain is needed, General, and in 
most places sufficient, rain has fallen throughout the Berars, the Central Tndia States, and Rajputana. 
The tanks in Marwar continue empty and water is searce, but the recent rain las much improved pros. 
pects. The rainfall has been generally less in Assam and Burma, and slightly inereased in Bengal 
compared with the previous week. More rain is however required in some districts of Bengal for the rice 
crop. In the Central Provinces there has heen heavy rain at Jubbulpore, and the weather continues 
generally favourable to agricultural operations. Rain fell during the week throughout the North- 
Western Provinces and Punjab, but in most distriets it’ has been slight and insufficient. The latest 
weather telegrams report rain from most stations, except in the north of the Punjab. 

There is hardly any change to record in agricultural: operations. TLarvesting is going on in 
Madras and Mysore, transplanting of rice on the western coast, and throughout Bengal, Assam, and 
Burma. In parts of Bengal and Assam it is retarded for want of sufficient rain, Karly riee and jute 
are being gathered in some districts of the former provinee.  Plonghing and sowing for the thart/ 
ure approaching completion in Bombay, the Berars, and Central Provinecs, and are in general progress 
in Northern India, although delayed in parts by insufficient rain, 

Young locusts are appearing in the Decean districts and form an increasing source of danger to 
the young crops. Some destruction has been caused in’ Baroda by floods. In Orissa the damage 
apprehended frou excessive rain has proved slight and partial. 

The public health is generally good, but the mortality from cholera is still severe in two digtricts 
of the Bombay Presidency. . 

Prices show a further rise in the North-Western Provinees.

Genenat Rexante.—aAlthough a general break in the rains seems now to have set in, yet during 
the early part of the week to which the reports relate good rain fell throughout. India, except in some 
districts of the Punjab. In Bombay the fall was heavy along the Western Cihats, but some deficiency, 
is reported in parts of the Southern Mahratta Country. In Baroda and Surat the excessive rainfall of 
revious weelts has been suceceded by light showers. A break would be beneficial in parts of Central 
ndia. In Rajputana the rainfall has been light, but favourable; and the tanks have generally a suffi- 
ciency of water, except in Marwar where they are empty. 

n Burma the rainfall though below average has been generally sufficient. Good ragn has fallen 
all over Bengal ; at Burdwan the fall was exceptionally heavy, but in some parts of that district and 
in Rajshahye, Rungpur, and Purneah more is needed for transplanting of rice, Rain continues to 
hold off in Gauhati; elsewhere in Assam the fall has been suflicient. Seasonable weather prevails 
ove# the Central Provinces, and prospects there are very favourable. In the North-Western Proviaces 
and Oudh ample rain fell in all reporting districts up to the 24th instant, and the crops ure reported to 
be doing well. In the Punjab the fall has been very partial, and more rain is much wanted in geveral 
didtficts. _3 

Harvesting continues in the Madras Presidency, and standing crops are generally in good condi- 
tion, except in parts of Coimbatore and Tanjore where they are suffering from want of rain. Sowi 
for the sharif have nearly been completed in the Bombay Presidency, Central India, and the Central 
Provinces, and are in full progress in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh and the Punjab. The cot- 
ton crop is being weeded in the Central Provinces and Berars and promises well. ‘Transplanting of rice 
is being pushed on in Bengal and Assam. In the former province harvesting of early rice and jute 
continues, and indigo manufacture has been commenced. Ploughing is nearly finished in Burma, and 
rice seedlings are being transplanted. 

Fhe crops in the Deccan are seriously threatened by locusts. Cattle-disease is reported from most 
districts. 7 

Cholera appears to be prevalent in Bombay, the Central Provinces, and parts of Benga! ; and a 
severe epidemic is said to exist in the city of Agar in Central India.

Generat Rewarks.—The rainfall of the past week has been deficient over the southern districts 
of the Madras Presidency. In Bombay rain is urgently wanted in parts of the Southern Mabhratta 
Country ; elsewhere the fall has been light, but sulicient for present wants, The Indus river has 
again fallen below its normal level in Sind, and a seareity of water is felt in consequence, Through- 
out Rajputanéand Central India the weather is generally favourable, bat more rain is much needed 
in Marwar where the tanks continue empty. In Hyderabad also the tanks ave not, yet quite full, but 
the khartf crops are doing well. In British Burma the rainfall up to date in the Arakan and ‘Tenas. 
serim divisions is below that of the previous year, but so far appears to been sullicient. In the 
Irrawaddy delta it exeeeds the average. In parts of Assam and in two divisions of Bengal a deficiency 
in the rainfall is retarding the rice crop, but. prospects are on the whole satisfactory, Exeept in Jub- 
‘ulpore and Sambalpur, light rains have been generally prevalent in the Ceatral Provinces during the 
week under report, and the weather continues cloudy and seasonable. In the North-Western Prov- 
inces and Oudh hot westerly winds are reported from Meerut, and rain is urgently wanted in that 
district. and in Saharanpore. In most other districts rain averaging from one to two inches fell 
during-the week.

The Governor General in Council is pleased to decide that revised Rule II 
of the Rules referred to in the preamble shall run as follows :— 


“ A further fee of one rupee per square foot shall be levied for the erection of a masonry 
monument in a burial ground, reduced to eight aunas per square foot when the monument 
is of stone or marble, provided that the minimum fee payable for a monument shall be Rs, 5. 
No monument shall in any case be more than 3 feet in height. Kor a simple headstone or 
flat slab of stone or marble not more than 3 fest 6 inches in height and 2 feet in width a fee ‘ 
of Rs. 5 shall be payable.. A fee of Rs. 75 shall be levied on a faculty for the erection of a 
monument in a church.”

Notes.—(1) A tablet on the wall of a cemetery shall be regurded as a monument. ; 


(2) “Simple headstone.” —A cross of not greater height or length than 3 feet 6 inches 
is included in this,deseription.

(5) The fee of Rs. 75 levied on a faculty, drawn in the case of non-Government churches

The 
money is to be spent in charity as in the case of Government churches. -

(Meteorology), under date Simla, 10th August 1883. 


Read the following :— 
Memorandum of the chicf weather characteristics of the month of July 1883 in India. 


Except in the North-Western and ata few Central stations, the rainfall 
of the month shows on the whole comparatively little departure from the 
average. 


After the disappearance of the storm noticed in the June summary, which 
passed from the Bay of Bengal across India, and duving the first two days of 
the present month, still lay over the western half of the country, there oceur- 
red a general rise of the barometer, a corresponding decrease in the humidity 
of the atmosphere and a cessation of the rainfall overa large tract of country for 
two or three days. On the 5th or Gth, however, rain recommenced — generall 
and continued forsome time. In the eastern half of the North: Westett 
Provinces, Assam, Bengal, Burma and the south of the Peninsula, it fell more 
or less on every day until the close of the month, but over Western and North- 
Western India, the fall ceased about the 19th, and from that date until the 
end of the month a decided break in the rains occurred, and fine weather set 
in. 


On the plains of the Punjab there were only 11 wet days, the break in the 
rains, which commenced on the 19th being very decided in this province. Tn 
consequence, the amount of rain for the month, and, except inthe Indus Valley, 
the total since the Ist June, was several inches below the average. ,With 
this cessation of rainfall the skies cleared, and the temperature rose, so that, on 
the Punjab plains, the mean temperature of the nine fina! days of the month was 
93°, the average maximum temperature being 105°, and the average minimum 
81°. 

The weather in the western half of the North-Western Provinces was 
similar to that experienced in the Punjab, but in the eastern half it was wetter, 
the number of rainy days being 19. In the Meerut division, 5 inches less 
than the average amount fell during the month, while at Lucknow 8 inches, 
and at Allahabad 1) inches more than the average was registered. 


In Assam, the number of wet days was 17, the rain being distributed over 
nearly the whole month. Except at Dhubri, the total fall from the Ist June 
to the end of July about equalled that of an average season, though, during 
July, the amount measured was somewhat. deficient at Silchar, and excessive at 
Sibsagar. ¢ 


In Lower Bengal snd parts of Behar, the rainfall was several inches above 
the July average ; while in Purneah, Patna and Ovissa it was deficient. The 
average number of wet days was 26, and no break in the rains of any conse- 
quence occurred within these provinces. 


Tn the Central Provinces the number of wet days was only 18, and the 
fall of rain below the average of the month, except at Khandwa. Two de- 
cided breaks occurred over this region, the first after the passage of the storm 
in the early part of the month, the second occurring with the general break 
after the 26th. Estimated from the beginning of June, the total amount of rain 
exceeds the average by about 5 inches. 


Berar had only 10 wet doys, and no rain fell after the 19th, but the few 
falls previously ‘expericneed had been heavy, and the total amount is 10 inches 
above the normal average. 

In Central India only 15 days were rainy, and except at Sutna the amount 
" rain was below the average. The break in this province occurred after 
the 26th. 
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In Rajputana the rainfall was about the average amount, and occurred on 

18 days ; scarcely any fell after the 17th. 

Bombay had 17 wet days, and the break commenced here 2 days later thai? 
in Rajputana. The amount of rainfall at the stations in the Deccan was 
below the average, but along the coast and in Sind it was excessive. At 
Jacobabad it was 300°/,, at Malegaon 50°/,, and at Bombay and Goa between 80 
and 40°/, above the local averages. 

Over the southern parts of the Peninsula rain fell on 22 days, and the 
amount was above the average. . 

In the Carnatic rain fell on 18 days; there was no decided break, and 
the amounts were small and varied considerably. 

The largest number of wet days, viz., 30,was experienced in British Burma, 
hut notwithstanding this constant precipitation, the total at the end of the 
month was somewhat below the usual amount.

The largest total fall of rain was at Mercara, 53 inches, the smallest at 
WN egapatam 0°29 inch, while the largest excessive departure from the average 
was 15 inches at Bombay, and the largest deficiency 9 inches at Saugor 
(O entral Provinces),

2. Mr, J. Westland was Head Commissioner, but Mr. E. T. Atkinson offici- 
ated for kim during April, May, and till a8th June. In Madras Mr. H. F. Clogstoun 
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was Commissioner, and in Bombay Mr. A. C. Tupp was Commissioner for the 
first eight months (till 29th November) and Mr. E. Gay for the rest of the-year. 


NEW PAPER CURRENCY ACT. 


3. A New Indian Paper Currency Act (XX of 1882) received the assent of 
His Excellency the Governor General upon 26th October 1882. Its immediate 
obect was to permit of the establishment of a Currency Circle for Burma, 
withott attaching to Burma notes the condition of convertibility in Calcutta ; 
but the necessary amendments were incorporated with the old Act, so as to 
produce a new Act covering the whole subject. No other amendinent was made 
beyond the conversion of the name of the Department, from the somewhat 
technieal one of ‘Department of Issue’’ to the more customary one of “ De 
partment of Paper Currency,” and similarly the Commissioners became ‘“ Com- 
missioners of Paper Currency.”” Opportunity was taken also to give express 
legal sanction to what are known as Currency Agencies,—that is, offices sub- 
sidiary to the offices of issuc, where notes may be issued and encashed, but 
where such issue and encashment is not legally demandable. 

4. The arrangements for opening the Burma office of issue at Rangoon were 
not completed during the year as some unexpected difficulties arose in their 
progress.

The normal state of the circulation in Calcutta I described two years ago 
as “a low range of circulation from April to September, a sudden increase of 
over 1% crores in the opening of the cold weather, and a rapid diminution in 
February.” And | attributed these features chiefly to the preparations of the 
Banks for the cold weather trade, and their subsequent withdrawals of silver for 
the Burma and other inland trade. The interruption of the normal figures shown 
in the months of November and December is, perhaps, connected with the 
receipts on account of the four per cent. loan, which necessarily had for the time 
the effect of transferring large sums of money from the Banks to the Government 
Treasury. '

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27. A feature worthy of notice is the largé encashment of Bombay notes at 
Allahabad and at Calcutta. 

28. Both of these are the result of a demand on the part of the public for 
remittance from Bombay to Calcutta. When such demand exists, it is partly met 
by remittance of Bombay notes to Calcutta, which come into the Government 
Treasury in payment of opium and other revenue, and are then passed on to 
the Currency Department. As Government, in my opinion, gains both in 
respect of Treasury and in respect of Currency circulation, by this remittability 
of notes, I do not in any way attempt to limit or control this class of transaction. 
The other remittances, made through Allahabad, are not of so legitimate a 
character, being in fact a side effect of the legal encashability of Allahabad 
notes at Calcutta. As every Allahabad note encashud at Calcutta leaves its 
silver representative in the Currency reserve at Allahabad, the reserve there 
constantly tends to surplus, which by a working rule of the Department is 
considered available for the encashment of foreign notes. Accordingly a person 
who wishes to remit from Bombay to Calcutta, has only to present Bombay notes 
for encashment at Allahabad, take Allahabad notes in lieu, and present them for 
payment at Calcutta. As the only object of the working rule referred to, is the 
dispersion of surplus cash by encashment of foreign notes, | have withdrawn it 
at Allahabad and Lahore, and do not permit them to encash forcign notes when 
the only practical result is to change a demand realizable at Bombay into one 
‘realizable at Calcutta.

38. The heavy reccipts of the current year are due to the practical stoppage 
for some months of Council Bills. This caused a flow of silver from London 
to India, and as Bumbay is the nearer port, and silver is coined on precisely the 
same terms at Bombay as at Calcutta, the silver from London uccessarily accu- 
mulated at Bombay. 

39. This caused no small strain upon the Currency Department, for as the 
Bombay office was bound to issue notes for bullion at Bombay, and the money 
was really wanted by the importers at Calcutta as well as at Bombay, they 
used the means of remittance which have already been alluded to, and the 
result was quickly shown in accumulation of the silver reserve at Bombay and 
corresponding depletion at Calcutta. It was necessary, at the end of the year, 
to make very heavy remittances from Bombay to Eastern India, to bring things 
to a comparatively safe levcl ; but the accumulation at Bombay is still a marked 
feature in the distribution of the reserve, although in the present efficient state 
of communication it is not worth while to remove the surplus, so long as there 
is no evidence of any demand upon it elsewhere.

44. The diminution in the annual amount is more nominal than real. As I 
mentioned in last year’s report, we had instituted a new procedure with reference 
to these cases, one feature of which was the interposition of a stated interval 
between provisional acceptance of claim and payment. The first result of this 
change is the occurrence of an interval on which few claims are paid, so that 
the payments made within the year cover less than a normal year’s instances. 

45. So far as my observation has gone, the new rules have worked satis- 

_factorily ; certainly, to me, more so than the old rules. 


FORGERY AND FRAUD. 


46. There was one new case of forgery—namely, one of twenty-rupee notes 
of the Calcutta, series. The forgery was rather better executed than usual, the 
_ hotes beitg quite good enough to pass muster when not separately examined. 

_ 47 The first 4wo of them were presented at the Calcutty Office on August 
and, 1882. and were at once detected. .A warning was immediatelv issued to the 
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public, which was followed by a singular panic, the Currency Office being 
crowded every day for some time with people anxious to get rid of their 
*twenty-rupee notes. In this process five more notes of the same forgery came 
in, and since then four more have been received.

29 to 32, about some changes in our procedure 
with reference to small notes. This, however, was a mistake; we had merely 
stopped a procedure, amply proved to be uscless, in the exanination of small 
notes against notices of stoppage ; but as forged notes are not under any notice 
of stoppage, they are unaffected by the change. 

51. The forgery in this case has not yet been brought home to any one; 
the difficulty in pursuing the investigations being due to the fact that the 
public rarely keep record of the numbers of small notes passing through their 
hands. We have, however, one consolation in the circumstance that the for- 
gery can hardly have been successful as a paying speculation, as apparently 
only R200 or 300 in all have been put in circulation, 

52. In Bombay, two more notes of the M—24 series of forgeries (one 
hundred rupees) came in: one, No. 67543 on 4th January 1883, and the other, 
No. 54367, on 19th March 1883. These notes are not good enough to deceive 
any ordinarily carctul person, The forgers of them were convicted in 1877. 

53. Another attempt a‘ fraud is reported from Bombay,—namely, that of a 
man who, coming into possession of a mismatched note, divided the halves and 
claimed on each of them, on the allegation that he had possessed the entire 
notes and lost the other halves. ‘The case is still with the Law Officers.

It is always difficult to say how much of. silver remittance.is due to, Currency 
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work proper (t.e., to the fact of our accepting, either in Treasury or in Currency 
notes which are not legal tender at the place where reccived):and how much to 
Treasury. 

55. Of the above remittances, the Allahabad and the Lahore ones were 
largely made in cqin sent for re-mintage, but besides conveying that sum to 
the Calcutta and Bombay mints, they served to transfer silyer from places where 
it was in excess to places where there was less than a proper proportion. 

56. The Bombay to Calcutta remittances were made at the end of the year, 
and served to transfer to Calcutta some of that excess of silver received at 
Bombay from Europe in Banks’ remittances, and paid over at once to Currency 
Department under the Bullion Clauses of the Act. Half the remittance was 
made by an operation through the Treasury, whercby we supplied the Burma 
trade with 50 lakhs shipped straight from Bombay, and thus abated a démand 
which otherwise would have fallen on the silver reserve of Calcutta. The other 
half was brought over by railway from Bombay to Calcutta. 

57. The Lahore tae Bombay remittance was made in the beginning of the 
year, before we had ahy knowledge of the circumstances that «afterwards
